After scouting for Crook in the 
campaign of 1876, Joe became a min­ 
er in the Black Hills arid was killed 
there by an unknown assassin Decem­ 
ber 5 1876. 


Alter surviving several engagements 
of the World war In which he won a 
Croix de Guerre and was twice cited 
for bravery, Clifford A. Laflin, member 
of the American Legion, died at St.

In the wood waste from veneer fac­ 
tories the United States forest prod­ 
ucts laboratory sees considerable raw 
material suitable for the manufacture 
of high grades of paper. The cores of 
many kinds of veneer logs, now used 
in a large part for fuvJ, would inaUt 
excellent pulpwood. 
In addition, u 
large part of the clippings could be 
turned into pulp stock with profit.

the veneer woods 
whose

are red gum, yellow* poplar, cotton
